More than 340 fruit growers par­ 
ticipated in the annual tour of vis­ 
iting orchardists through Adams 
county’s famed iruit belt on Tues­ 
day. It was one of th#* largest and 
most successful tours ever held In 
Adams county and growers were en­ 
thusiastic over the interest shown 
by the visitors in this area’s famous 
fruit section. 
The Franklin county delegation, 
the largest on the tour, was met at 
Caledonia park Tuesday morning by 
a welcoming delegation of Adams 
county growers. 
At 9:30 o’clock in the morning the 
delegation visited the II 8. Stoner 
orchard, at Orrtanna, comprising 
238 acres, with 120 acres planted in 
fruit trees, including York, S k y ­ 
men. Early Red William*, Black 
Twig, Grimes and other varieties. 
It was announced that the 1934 crop 
comprised 14,000 bushels. The esti­ 
mated yield this year approximates 
25,000 bushels. 
larger Yields Expected 
The touring fruit growers then vis­ 
ited the G. M. Bucher farm, at 
Cashtown, comprising 231 
acres, 
with 50 acres of apples and peaches. 
The crop at tile Bucher farm last 
year was 12,000 bushels. The harvest 
this year is expected to be 20,000 
bushels. 
Shortly before noon the caravan 
motored to the C. J. Tyson orchard, 
at Gardners, comprising 150 acres of 
fruit, largely York. Lime and legume 
cover crops. Twenty-eight thousand 
bushels of apples were picked last 
year and this year it has been esti­ 
mated that the crop will reach 60,- 
000 bushels. 
Leaving the Tyson orchard the 
visitors motored through the fruit 
area around Peach Glen, Mt. Tabor, 
Bendersville. 
Wenksviile, Brysonia 
and Arendtsville. They ended the 
tour at Arendtsville Union park.

the Adams county fruit growers’ as­ 
sociation served coffee, sandwiches. 
ice cream and lemonade, a program 
was given. H M. Weigle, president 
of the county association, presided 
and delivered a welcoming address.

The body was found by her sister, 
Miss D. Grace Bosserman, of Ab­ 
bottstown, who had motored to East 
Berlin this morning when informed 
by a milkman that he had not seen 
Mrs. Brown when he delivered milk 
to the Brown residence on Tuesday. 
Body In Attic 
Miss 
Bosserman 
entered the 
Brown residence about eight o’clock 
this morning but failed to find her 
sister. 
She called to her and 
searched each room but there was 
no r«*s|K>nse or sign of the sister. 
Alarmed and fearing a tragedy, 
Miss Bosserman went to the attic of 
Mrs. Brown’s home and found her 
sister suspended by a rope that had 
been tied to a rafter. Mrs. Brown 
had stood on a small box, tied the 
rope about her neck and then at­ 
tached it to the rafter. 
She then 
stepped off the box. 
Miss Bosserman summoned Dr. 
Allen W. Kelly, of East Berlin, who 
responded immediately, An examin­ 
ation revealed that Mrs. Brown had 
died of strangulation. 
Mrs. Brown had been mentally 
depressed for some time. 
During 
July she entered a sanitarium and 
remained there for two weeks after 
which she returned home.
